The first, U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/018001 1 is directed to a 
silsesquioxane resin that may contain minor molar quantities of "M", "D", and "Q" units 
with their sum not exceeding 30 mol% of the total [001 9]. For this reason alone, the 
reference is deficient because the claims stipulate that there can be no more than 65 
mol% of the "T" units. Further, there is no molecular weight mentioned in connection 
with the silsesquioxane and only a single commercially available resin product, Wacker 
Belsil ® SPR 45, is mentioned. The product data sheet for this compound does not 
indicate what is the molecular weight of this compound and, in any case, paragraph 
[0019] of the reference states that the propyl group content is only about 25 mol%. 

U.S. Patent # 5,837,784 teaches a resin, see column 5, lines 20-38 and Example 
2, that appears to satisfy the structural limitations of the product of claim 1 but the 
molecular weight is much lower than the lower limit mandated by the claims. Example 2 
also discloses a method bearing some resemblance to that of claim 3 but the compound 
being reacted with the MQ resin is a propyl-substituted silane instead of a propyl- 
substituted T resin.
